Skip the prime rib, which was 
a disappointment, and one of 
the pricier entrees. The meat 
was dry, the baked potato was 
mediocre and the unsatisfactory 
dish was finished off with the 
frozen veggies. 

If you are in the mood for 
pasta, you may want to try the 
pollo primavera or Rafters’ car- 
bonara, which is pasta with 
ham, sweet peas and sliced 
mushrooms. We tried the 
Mediterranean Pasta, a mix of 
sun-dried tomatoes, black 
olives and artichoke hearts. It
